2. Deadlines for noves will be determined by the gar.esmaster and all 

players will be informed of them* For now they will be three week 
thursday deadlines bat they nay be subject to change, 

3« The gainesmaater will adjudicate noves received by the deadline accor- 
ding to the rules of Diplomacy • The decisions reached will be final 
unless it is determined that a specific rule has been violated. In 
such a case, the game will be set back to the last sieve prior to 
this error. 

4« rtbves nay be sent in any way the player sees fit. The gamesnaster 

will b e -3* 0 spon s ible only fsr his own - failures y ^and not the s e of -the- - 

players or anyone else. If a player wishes to be called collect 
by the ganesnaster if noves are not received by the deadline, he 
niu.st inform the gamesraaster of this. 

5» All moves must contain the gane number, the player's country, the 
season, and the piaster's signature. Last dated postmark will be 
used. There nay only be noves for one player per envelope. It is 
advised that you specify that your moves are either original or up- 
dated. 

6. Do not try to fool ne. 

7. At the ganes^aster's discretion, there n>ay be a winter move season. 

If not, Spring moves my be nade conditional upon the Winter builds 
and/or removals. 

3. Other than the above circumstance, no prophetics will be required,
